We, your Committee on the State of the Churches in the Coldwater 
Baptist \ssociation, beg leave to report the following, as Per reports 
received from eleven churches in our Association, Said reports heing 
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Phis report shows there were 1.110 members, with an averave attend- 


ance of 65 per cent: 118 members live too far away to attend, and 18 
Were lost sight of 56 per cent contribute to the Support of the Church 
There are 6 Out of the 41 churches that have prayer meeting, with a 
8ross of 118 per cent, making an average of 12 per cent for the I! 
Churches and 24 per cent for the 6 reporting prayer meetings 

here ar: nine churches that have Sunday Schools, with 18s gross 
Percentage of church members, making an average of 23 per cent for 
the nine churches that have Sunday Schools. 


It shows that nine of the churches had conversions, with a report 
of number of conversions from only six. 


Only two churches out of eleven discipline their members. and one 
of them only Partially 
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Taking these churches asa fair average, we, your committee, would 
respectfully submit the following resolutions, to-wit: 

That attendance is not what it should be, and considering that most 
of the reports are from the interior, the churches are to be commended 
for the number of prayer meetings and Sunday Schools. Still there 

h room for’improvement on this line. 
is one deplorable condition, and that is, the disciplining of the 
members, and we urge the churches to Sive more attention to the 
command as found in the fifth chapter of J, Corinthians.

But our successes and oyr Opportunities have laid responsibilities 
gpon us and make msistent demands of us which we cannot ignore 
Without turning much of our success into failure and throwing away 
our God-given oPPportunity for still larger achievements. Multitudes 
have been mac: ready for the Word of Life; thousands ar: awaiting 
training in the Christian life and for Christian Service: our schools 
are Overflowing: a score of consecrated young men and women are 
offering themselves to the board for the needed work; and untouched 
fields invite us to harvest Need and Opportunity never combined in 
such a challenge to Southern Baptists Nothing legs than immediate 
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and immense enlargement can answer this challenge and set us in a 
place of great honor, usefulness and advantage for our Gospel. 

Shall we prove ourselves worthy of. so signal a favor as God is 
ready to bestow upon us? We are sufficient in numbers, capable in 
talents and leadership, and able im material resources. We can meet 
the challenge of a great opportunity if we will. 

Gifts to the work advanced $44,000 last year over the previous year. 
But one-half of our people had no part im this advance, and conse- 
quently had no part in the blessed results accomplished and wii! have 
no part in the glorious rewards to be bestowed. : 

Our task for the present year includes (1) the completion of the 
Judson Fund; (2) the enlistment of more than one-half of our church 
members who have not yet given anything for Foreign Missions: 
(3) the development of present givers into larger giving; (4) the in- 
auguration in each church of a plan of systematic monthly giving and 
remitting for this cause, so that the work may be taken care of and 
debt and interest payments may be avoided. We commend these four 
objects to the thoughtful consideration of our pastors and churches. 











































In order to increase intelligence concerning this great work of 
the denomination, and to enable all our people to work together har- 
moniously toward the same end, we recommend and urge that The 
Foreign Mission Journal be taken and read by every Baptist family 
within our bounds:"and to secure so desirable an end, we suggest 
that cach pastor in the Association appoint a committee in each 
church of which he is pastor to canvass the membership with this 
object in view.

: Through its work in co-operation with the various State Mission 
Boards it is doing the same thing. : 
The Publicity Department is doing a very helpful kind of work in . 
orming us about the various fields and phases of need, and inspiring 
us by records of the work and its glorious results. The board pub- 
lishes many tracts for free distribution—“The Home Field” (monthly) 
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for 35 cents per year, and two excellent books. “The Ho; 
Task” and “Baptist Home Missions.” And it gladly lends

STATE MISSIONS. 
The State By ard 


d has undertaken to do a much larger work than 
ever before atte; pted by it, but it seems that very few of our churches 
have résponded to the calls of the board or realized the pressing need 
of mecreasing their contributions to this work. 

We have in the State of Mississippi 1.479 Baptist churches, and 
971 of these have made nO contribution to State Missions since the 
rst of January, 1914 \\ hy this lack of interest in this great work? 
Is it because we do not realize the importance of the work, or is it 
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our indifference to the very pressing need of Mississippi's destitution? 

In every State where State Missions are most enthusiastically and 

liberally pported there the greatest denominational progress is 
made lhe religious light that shines brightest at home shines 
brightest afar. The time is here that we as Baptists: must spend 
more largely at home or allow others ‘to step in and take up the 
work that we should do. Are we going to hold the fort or give it 
wert thers’ 
With ¢ pening of the Panama Canal and the Progressive spirit 
already Mississippi, her future prominence is very great. The 
State is rapidly perfeéting her great school system and giving us a 
more inteligent citizenship, and progress is being made in the pro- 
fessional trades and agriculture. Japtists have thus far been leacers 
n this increasing thrift and enterprise. To continue to hold this 
leadership we must have larger State Missions. 

We recommend that we sive more liberally to Home and Foreign 
Missions and then give as much for State Missions as we give to 
rot! ese. We believe the board has helped some churches too 
much and neglected many weak churches too long. ~ This, of course, 
will be corrected in the near future. 

We recommend that the State Board help only the churches that 
re recommended by the Associations,

Coleman's field, $135.00, 
and Holly Springs, $100.00.

REPORT ON PASTORAL SUPPORT. 


“ing to you this the first report on the subject of Pastoral 
here were no statistics at hand from which to gather in- 
ition; so the report must be largely in the nature of our own 
views of the subject growing out of experience and observation. 
tis a phase of our work to which sufficient attention has mot been 
vy and your committee rejoices that it 1s Now to be reported on 
each year and in this way kept constantly before the people. Save 
in a tew instances, the minister, as compared with other vocations, 
is the most poorly paid, growing out of the fact that he is in position 
here he cannot make demands lest he be charged with being “greedy 
filthy lucre.” He is forced to take what is voluntarily given, which 
any instances is so meager that it is exceedingly difficult 
make “tongue and buckle” meet and frequently is em- 
barrassed not to be able to meet his obligations, t9 say nothing of 
being deprived of many of the comforts of life. 
Within our knowledge, there are worthy ministers who are under 
he t ue of censure because of unpaid bills, when the truth of the 
tter we, and not they, are’ to blame. It is bad enough to 
&% salary insufficient for their maintenance, but what is 
lap rse—which is sometimes the case—yea, unpardonable, is to 
Pledge and then not carry out this pledge.” In looking through the 
t the past ten years, and making comparisons, we note that 
with | exceptions the amount paid to pastor remains the same 
wl s is known to all of us, the cost of living has more than 
loubl his, iti the very nature of the case, puts additional burdens 
lready ladened undershepherd, and in the light of these facts, 
brethren, it is not strange that the work has not made any greater 
Progress. But financial is not the only support of the pastor that 
Is deficient. It is not that which he craves most. This deficiency 
uld be borne much more gracefully if he had the co-operation, 
sympathy and encouragement of those to whom he ministers, but 
these also are sometimes lacking, and the result is, the leader goes 
down in defeat. He is passed on to other fields with the Stamp of 
failure upon him But in the great day of just reckoning it will be 
revealed that the failure was not so much with the minister as with 
the rch or churches who failed to bear him up in his work.

Evidently the smile of God's approval has been on the labors of our 
ospital during the year just closing. 

'hree hundred and forty patients have been cared for in our build- 
ing, which has only eight rooms for patients. This is too more than 
were cared for during the previous year. Of these, 232 were charged 
regular prices for services rendered. Reduction in prices were made 
to 59; while 54‘were cared for without charge. The benevolent service 
rendered, figured on a conservative basis. amounts to $1,501.83. 

In addition to this, the benevolent work done by the: physicians and 
surgeons practicing in the hospital amounts to $3,358.00, and repre- 
sents service rendered to 81 patients. Besides this, they made sub- 
stantial reductions to mahy others. Rese 

his benevolent service was rendered without any consideration as 

denominational allignments. Among the number were 6 children 
irom Baptist Orphanage, 10 from the Methodist Orphanage, and 4 
irom the Mississippi Home Finding Society. 

ut of 340 patients treated there were only 13 deaths; out. of 244 
surgical cases, 8 deaths, and out of 96 medical cases, 5 deaths. 

Running Expenses —Notwithstanding the large amount of benevo- 
lent work done, it is a pleasure to report that all current expenses 
have been met and something has been paid on old accounts. This 
has been made possible by collections from patients who were able 
to pay, by cash contributions from individuals, and many excellent 

mations from our Woman's Missionary Unions, as well as by the 
Practice of rigid economy. 

The New Building.—Work was resumed on the new building about 
he ist of July and is progressing nicely. It is hoped that the build- 
ng will be ready for occupancy by Thanksgiving Day. In order to 
ceed with this work, the Trustees have issued and sold $30,000 
wort of 6 per cent bonds. These bonds are to be redeemed within 
the next seven years and are secured by the subscriptions secured and 
by the buildings of the institution. 

Fixtures and equipment for the new building are to be paid for 
by collections from subscriptions falling due before the Ist of 
/anuary, 1015, and from future cash donations. 

rhe Religious Side.—Although definite Christian service is com- 
paratively new in connection with hospital work, yet this is the only 
reason tor the existence of our hospital.

CONSTITUTION 


OF THE { 


COLDWATER BAPTIST ASSOCIATION. 


















Article 1. This Association shall be called the Coldwater Baptist Asso- . 
ciation, which shall meet annually. 


Art. 2. The messengers representing the different churches shall, at the 
Opening of the Association, present their letters of correspondence, which 
must state their appointment as delegates, together with the number of 
members in fellowship, the number baptized, received by letter, dismissed, 
excluded, restored and died during the year. 


Art. 3. Every church belonging to this body shall be entitied to three 
representatives, until their number exceeds fifty members, and for every 
additional fifty, one more. 

Art. 4. Churches of this Union failing to represent themselves at one 
Association wil] be ex ed to state the reasons of that failure at the 
next; and if any chure fails for three Successive meetings the Association 
may consider it dropped from its number; or shall have power to send a 
committee to inquire into the state of such church, as the Association 
méy deem most advisable. 

Art. 5. Other churches may be admitted into this Union by signifying 
their desire to do 80, by messengers and letter, provided they be deemed 
orderly and orthodox, and are willing to walk in fellowship with us. 

Art. 6. The Association shall have a Moderator »nd Clerk, who sihaii 

chosen by ballot at each annual meeting so soon as letters from the 
churches are read and the delegates’ names enrolled. 

Art. 7. This Association shall have no power to adopt rules that shall 
at any time infringe upon the independence and right of the churches; 
*t shall, however, be at liberty to advise churrhes belonging to its body, 
or may separate from such churches as are known to walk disorderly. 

Art. 8. This Association shall have a fund for its expenses, and the 
churches may be at liberty to send up such funds as they may think : 
Proper, either for foreign or domestic missions, for the Bible or any 
benevolent institution; and the Association shall appoint some one or 
more to take charge of same and forward them as they may be designated.

Art. 9, Any church of this Union having a difficulty that she cannot 
Settle, may call for help from other churches, or may present the case to. 
this body for advice. Such cases must be presented in the letter of 


,. Tespondence, stating why it has not or could not be settled or decided 
by the church, 
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Art. 10. Any chureh'of this Union having membe 
ministerial gifts, it is considered advisable for them © call in such mii 
terial aid as shall be deemed most competent to examine, in connect j 
the church, such member or members, and if thought 
such person or persons to preach ¢ 
of the church.
